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Wheat and flour prices dropped to 
the lowest levels yesterday in over 
eight years. 

For the first time since the world 
war started in 1914 July wheat sold 
for less than a dollar a bushel on the 
Chicago Board of Trade. At the same 
time Minneapolis millers cut the price 
of family brands of flour in carload 
lots to $6 a barrel, the lowest since 
early in 1915. 

During a day of feverish trading in 
Chicago July wheat sold as low as 99% 
cents and closed at 99% cents, while 
September wheat reached low at 98% 
cents. December wheat sold as low 
as $1.01, the lowest it has been since 
November, 1922, when it dropped to 
$8 cents. It reacted 1% cents, how- 
ever, at the close of the market.
